Inspection at Naples and Palermo — Smallpox in Naples and in the province 

of Benevento. 

Naples, Italy, February 17, 1902. 

Sib : I have the honor to report that for the week ended February 15, 
1902, the following ships were inspected at Naples : 

February 12, the steamship Lombardia, of the Italian General Navi- 
gation Company, bound with passengers and cargo for New York. 
There were inspected and passed 1,032 steerage passengers and 176 
pieces of large baggage ; 1,500 pieces of baggage were disinfected by 
steam. 

February 13, the steamship Tartar Prince, of the Prince Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 844 steerage passengers and 56 pieces of large baggage ; 1,200 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam.
